carry out the wishes of that doctor they 
would have to build two new hospitals, cost- 
ing between £1,500 and £1,700 more.

DANGEROUS MILK. 

Mr. JORDAN said that he would only 
refer to the correspondence, and he proceeded 
to say that in this particular county the 
County Officer of Health, on receipt of a re- 
port from the local Medical Officer, visited 
the agricultural station on the 11th of April, 
and found that the twenty-eight cattle kept 
there for the purpose of supplying milk to 
the neighbouring town, there were eight cattle 
which had reacted to the tuberculin test.

LABOUR MOTION FOR 
NATIONAL CONTROL. 


The debate was resumed on the motion 
by Deputies Anthony and Davin (Labour) :— 
“That the Dail is of opinion that steps 
should be taken by the Executive Council to 
frame a scheme of national control which 
will provide adequate safeguards for the 
Saorstat milling industry and for the con- 
suming Eas 

Mr. ERRIG (Fianna Fail, Carlow-Kil- 
kenny) said that when the application for 
a tariff on .flour was rejected the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce said that the 
chief objection to a tariff was that it would 
mean an increased price to the consumer and 
an increase in the cost of living. The millers, 
he understood, had professed themselves as 
willing to givé reasonable safeguards as to 
price. Tho scheme of national control which 
Deputy Anthony's ‘motion anvisaged was not 
that it must be for the benefit of the flour 
milling industry, but for the benefit of the 
public at large. 

Mr. McDONAGH (Government, Galway)— 
I do not think the millers have given any 
guarantee. Furthermore, the millers do not 


, want protection; ali they want is to be left 


alone to do their own business in their own 
way. You, gentlemen, over there are philan- 
thropists. 3 os. 
Mr. DERRIG—What do you know about 
it? =| 

Mr. McDONAGH-~-Considering that T am 
in the business, I ought to know something 
about it. . 

Mr. DERRIG said that he had no objection 
to hearing Mr. McDonagh’s views on the 
subject. A certain number of millers had 
made certain proposals to the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce as to the need for 
a scheme of national control. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture— 
Not for this scheme. 

NO ARGUMENT, 

Mr. DERRIG said that they had made 
certain proposals, and the fact that the 
whole milling industry did not seem to be 
able to come to a unanimous decision with 
regard to future policy, and the course the 
Government should take, was no argument 
at all. These proposals contained ample 


The price of flour would be guaranteed. It 
had been explained to him that if necessary 
a Tribunal should be set up with a judge 
and representatives of both the Ministry 
and the millers to determine what was the 
economic rate at which flour could be pro- 
duced here. 

They were told that the Irish millers 
should overnight produce an  yp-to-date, 
efficient rationalised organisation, which 
would not alone be able to cópe with exist- 
ing difficulties, but would do away with 
the disadvantages of the smallness, the di» 
proportionate capital of the inland mills, 
and of the fact that across the water the 
whole English flour milling industry was 
going to the combine into a single unit for 
the purpose of competing. 

“ Are the sympathies of the Government 


millers or with the combine across the 
water?” asked Mr. Derrig. He asked also 
was Mr. Rank, the Minister's ‘‘ batter type 
of miller,’’ going to give more employment, 
to buy more Irish wheat, or to sell flour at 
a cheaper price. If they were going to 
have a Rank rationalisation, instead of a 
nationa] rationalisation, they should see what 
the advantage of the Rank scheme was going 
to be. Was My. Rank going to give them 
the modern, efficient mill, which would give 
employment to twenty-one men and three 
boys in three shifts? 

The advantages of this efficiency would be 
more than neutralised by the unemployment 
and distress that would be cau if the 
inland mills were closed down. They had 
the Minister instigating the idea that we 
were hopelessly incapable in this country of 
rising to the British level. Could anybody 
imagine a Minister getting oP, in the British 
Parliament, or in any other Parliament, and 
welcoming the wang out of industry. 
Foreign capital might be a desirable thing, 
but foreign control was quite a different 


thing.

That defeatist complex was doing more to 
injure and subjugate and put this country 
into a backward condition than anything 
else.

man was as good as ten Irishmen, but in 
industry Englishmen were more efficient than 
Irishmen, because the latter never had the 
opportunity of becoming efficient. 

Mr. McDONAGH (Government, Galway) 
said that the deputies opposite had approached 
the matter from the wrong angle. Where the 
miller made his money was in the ‘buying of 
wheat, and not in the manufacture of flour. 
For the last two years prices of wheat had 
been coming down, and ane of the biggest 
millers in Mngland had Jost £350,000 on last 
year’s working. ‘Flour manufacture did not 
give much profit or a great deal of employ: 
ment. If they succeeded in their policy of 
putting a tariff on flour it would close up all 
the small" mills, and capitalists would come 
and start efficient mills at the seaports of 
the country... 

A RAY OF HOPE, 

Mr. HENNESSY (Government, Cork, .E.) 
said that Be was glad to hear from the 
Minister for Agriculture that discussions were 
taking place between the millers and. the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, and he 
had no doubt that if these discussions were 
continued a solution of the problem would be 
found. He thought that this motion night 
be held up until they were in a position to 
know whether the discussions were going to 
bear fruit. | 

The position to-day was that mills were 
closed down, and other mills working half- 
time. The location of the mills was right 
from the economic point of view. The 
mills were equipped with the most up-to- 
date machinery, and they were in charge of 
experts—men who knew their job. With 
all that, they had these mills working cniy 
three days a week. He was afraid that they 
expected from the millers something whic 
they’ did not expect from the farmers - or 
other producers. All the millers required 
was a market, and to be able to compete on 
equal terms. That was not the position to- 
day. The Irish miller had to meet charges 
that had not to be met with by his rivals. 
He ‘had to pay higher rates and port dues on 
his wheat. 

The Mersey port dues on the export of 
flour to this country were abolished tweive 
months ago, and shore were ports in this 
country whero the Trish millers were 
penalised under old statutes by port dues, 
which were 120 per cent. in favour of fleur 
as compared with wheat. They knew that 
the door of their country was open to every 
foreigner, Italian, Britisher, Frenchman, or 
Chinese, to send their stuff-in here, whether 
flour or offals. 

All these factors operated seriously 
against the economic production of flour in 
this ‘country, and it was absolutely unfair 
to expect the Irish millers to compete 
against those factors. What they ought to 
do was to encourage the millers to get on 
with the work by holding out 
the hope of a large market for 
their products. It was a _ humiliating 
thing to see a body of Irish industrialists 
going with their hands. up to the foreign 
combine and asking them for God's sake to 
leave them a little bit of the territory that 
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| FAMILY “ENDOW- - 


“MENT SCHEMES. 


HOW THE STATE MIGHT 
HELP, 
Moogeas Sieoraphais 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., delivered 
an address on “Tamily Endowment “'-at a 
meeting held under the auspices of the Civil 
Service Federation at, the Mansion House, 
Dublin, last night. Mr. A, McE. Kelly, Presi- 
dent of the Federation, presided. 

Miss. Rathbone, who was applauded, said 
endowment covered all proposals 
to make direct provisioa for the financial cost 
of rearing children instead of assuming. that 
the children would be kept by some means 
(as at present) out of an income which was 
normally the same for the household of one 
or two people, as for that of a small family, 
which included three, five or seven dependent 
children. Family endowment was not in 
itself a proposal that wages should vary 
according to the family needs; mm the con- 
trary, its advocates believed that only when 
family endowment was secured would it be 

ossible to leave wages to fulfil their proper 
ination of remunerating the worker accord- 
ing to the value of his work. 


MEETING THE COST. 

Broadly speaking, there were three pro- 
posals for meeting the cost of family allow- 
ances. They might be paid for by the State 
out of taxation of the wealthy. This was the 

lan advocated in Great Britain by the 

ndependent Labour Party, and by a Joint 
Committee of the Trades Union Congress 
and the Labour Party, which had been 
studying the matter for the last two years; 
they might be paid for through contributory 
insurance by the State, the employer and 
the worker (or bu only the State and 
the worker), e paying a share; or they 
might be for entirely by employers 
directly or through voluntary organisations, 
known as ‘equalisation funds’’—a device 
which had been widely successful in France 
and Belgium. As the State was itself the 
employer, and as there was no question of 
foreign competition in the public services, 
the fear of ‘“‘ raising prices’’ did not arise, 
even if family allowances were given in 
addition to existing salary scales. 
WOMEN WORKERS. 

The proportion of women workers in the 
Civil Service being .large, it. was specially 
important to find a means of reconciling the 
just demand of the women for “‘equal pay 
for equal work ” with the just demand of the 
men for the means to bring up their families 
adequately. 

In conclusion, Miss Rathbone suggested 
that civil servants, being educated workers, 
might think this subject over, and if they 
were convinced that the principle was sound 
and scientific, they should then consider how 
it could be moulded and manipulated so as to 
produre a scheme to really fit the needs of 
their particular occupation, 

On the motion of the Rev., Father Canavan, 
S.J., seconded by Miss Dora Mellone, a 
hearty vote of thanks was accorded 
speaker.

EVIDENCE OF’ POLICE 
AND CIVILIANS.

Captain William A. Redmond, D.8:0.; T.bD., 
'esterday appeared on remand at the Shankill 

istrict Court, County Dublin, to answer a 
cece of manslaughter before Mr. Kenneth 
Reddin, District Justice. The 
arose out of an accident on Ap ast 
as Cabinteely, when Captain Red 
motor car collided with a cyclist, Thomas 
Murphy, aged 22 years, Priory road, 
Kimr age, who died from injuries caused by 
the impacy. ' 

Mr. Clarke, solicitor (the Chief State 
Solicitor’s office), prosecuted ; 
Ma cá om a O'Connor, K.C., instractéd by 
Messrs. J. H. McLaughlin and Sons, appeared 
fox the defence. 


CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

Mr. Clarke, in opening the case, said that 
on April 16th, between 8.40 and 9 p.m., 
‘Thomas Murphy was cycling along a stretch 
of the main Dublin-Bray road, going towards 
Bray on his own side of the roadway. He 
was riding within two feet of the footpath on 
his proper side. When he reached a point 
opposite Byrne's Cottage, Captain Redmond 
was approaching in a motor car from the 
opposite direction on the same side as the 
cyclist. Captain Redmond was on his wrong 
side—that was, the right; side of the road. 
His car struck the cyclist} who was pitched 
off his machine wr 

Murphy’s head struck the wind-screen, and 
he was carried some distance on the right 
mudguard of the car. Murphy was picked 
up bleeding and unconscious, and removed 
t» St. Colmeille’s Hospital, Loughlinstown. 
Dr Pim did all that he could for him, but it 
was soon realised that the injured man was 
Leyond medical aid. Fan, 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Joshua Pim was called as the first 
witness for the prosecution. He said that 
he was summoned to St. Columcille’s Hospi- 
tal, Loughlinstown, at 8:40 p.m. on April 
16, when he saw a man he afterwards 
learned was Murphy. He was suffering from 
a wound on the left side of the cheek, and 
other wounds on the head. He had sus- 
tained a rupture of the left eyeball, and died 
at about 12.30 o'clock that night. A nose 
mortem examination showed that his brain. 
had been lacerated. Murphy died of heart 
failure arising from his injuries. . The 
wounds were consistent with his having been 
struck and knocked down by a: motor car. 

In reply to Mr. O’Connor, K.C., the wit- 
ness said that most of the wounds and con- 
tusions were on the left side of the face. 

The doctor said that he answered a tele- 
phone message from Captain Redmond about 
11 p.m., asking about the condition of the 
injured man, Captain Redmond appeared 
very anxious about Murphy. 

THE ACCIDENT, DESCRIBED. 

Sergeant Thomas Elgin having given evi- 
dence concerning maps of the place of the 
accident, 3 

Peter Byrne, an old man, belonging to 
Cabinteey village, was the next witness. 
He said that he was leaning over his cottage 
gate on the evening of the 16th when he 
heard a sound like a ‘“‘screech”’ from a 
motor. car, and a car passed him, 
going very quickly. He also saw a 
cyclist -coming towards Bray, and riding 
about 2 feet 6 inches from the footpath. He 
saw the cyclist fall on the motor car’s right 
front mudguard.. He thought that Captain 
Redmond was the driver of the motor car. 
When the collision occurred, the car stopped, 
and then went to the other sitle of the road. 
Two men picked up the eyclist from the road. 
When they suggested that Captain Redmond 
shonld take the injured man to hospital in 
his’ car he ‘replied, ‘‘ What is all this fuss 
about? What am I held up for? Cannot I 
drive my own car as I like?” 

Some men made Captain Redmond get out, 
and placed the injured man in the car. Cap 
tain Redmond got back into the car and pro- 
ceeded to turn it back towards Dublin, He 
seemed in difficulties in turning the car. He 
was not going about as quickly as he had 
seen other men turn motor cars. 

Mr. Clarke—Can you say what was the 
condition of the gentleman who was drivihg 
the car? 

Witness—He looked to me as if he had 
some drink taken. I said that he was drunk 
hb; the appearance of him. Another person 


_behind me said that he was not, but was only 


dazed. 
THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Cross-examinod by Mr. O'Connor, the 
witness said that the accident took place in a 
moment, : | 

Did you see a lady in the car ?—No. 

Continuing, the witness said that the car 
moved three yards after colliding with 
Murphy. He thought that the driver appeared 
to be annoyed. 

Was he upset?’—Well, he was all right, 
anvhow. 

The witness added that other motor cars 
came up, but he did not know whether 
the occupants were speaking with Captain 
Redmond. He undoubtedly heard the screech 
of the brakes of the motor car before the 
collision. He saw the cyclist approaching 
when one hundred yards away. The cyclist 
had his head down, and he had low handle- 
bars on his machine, Murphy was going very 
hard, He did not see Murphy lift his head 
before the collision. | 

In reply to further questions by Mr: Clarke 
and the District Justice, the witness said that 
there was no other traffic’ on the road. It 
was clear day light and a dry evening. 
Murphy, he said, was riding on rising ground. 


THE SPEED OF THE CAR. 

Denis O’Brien, a young man, living at 101 
Cabinteely Cottages, also said he witnessed 
the occurrence, ‘He saw a cyclist going by. 
at a normal pace, and the moter car going 
towards Dublin on the same side as the 
cyclist, about a foot from the side of the 
road. The motor car was travelling very 
fast—as fast as any he had seen on that road, 
about 55 miles an hour. A person walking 
on the road would have had to mount the 
footpath in order to avoid the car, it was so 
close to the kerb. The cyclist pulled in more 
to the side of the road, but he struck the 
radiater of the car, and then the windscreen. 
The witness was the first to go to his assist- 
ance. The'car went over to the other side. 
but the driver continued to sit in the car—he 
should say for about five minutes—until he 
wen ordered oul by the witness’s brother-in- 
aw. 

The man in the car appeared to be drunk. 
When. the man got out he staggered, and 
was flushed and very red in the face. e 
dil not attempt to approach the 
injured man. He walked round his car and 
examined it, When the driver got into his 
car again he took about ten minutes to turn 
it round; the car was going backward and 


+ forward from one side of the road to the 


other. When he turned the car round it 
went up to the footpath for a distance of 
ten yards. A crowd had collected and began 
to shout that the man in the car was not fit 
to drive it. The-witness was present when a 
Civic Guard arrived and took the driver out 
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Ao 
of the car and had the injured man taken to | 


hospital in another car, . 

Cross-examined, O'Brien 
cyclist had | lifted his head and tried to 
“miss” the motor car. He did not see 
Captain Redmond speak to anyone except the 
lady who had been in his car. 

In reply to the District Justice, the witness 
said that he had seldom seen a cyclist 
“cutting” the corner. 

CIVIC: GUARD'S EVIDENCE. 

Civic Guard Reardon, Cabinteely Station, 
said that when he came on the scene there 
was a crowd of about twenty people around 
The people were 
“ Arrest him; he is not fit. to 
drive.” Martjn Dundon was in the car sup- 
porting the injured man. He thought that 
the man driving the car was not in a fit. con- 
dition to do so. He told him to get out of 
the car, and the man adopted a fighting 
attitude. He smelled of drink, and was not 
sober. Captain Redmond asked him why he 
was not allowed to drive his own car. The 
witness then told him that if he did not 
get out of the car he would take him 
out. The witness had the injured 
man placed in another car and sent to 
the hospital. Captain Redmond at first re- 
fused to go to the station, and the witness 
stopped a passing Blue Line motor "bus, and 
was putting Captain Redmond into it when 
he turned round and took hold of a.lady who 
was in the crowd, and made her get into 
the "bus. The lady was not in the defendant’s 
motor car when the witness came on the 
scene. 

At the Civic Guard station Captain Red- 
mond asked him if the injured man had a 
light on his bicycle, and the witness pointed 
out that it was still daylight, and that hght 
ing-up time was 9.26 p.m. Captain Redmond 
asked him several times to ring up the 
hospital and inquire about Murphy’s condi 
tion. When he was informed that the patient 
could not last till morning he seratched his 
head and said, ‘‘ It is awful.” 

Cross-examined—-The witness said that he 
was sure Captain Redmond was troubled. 
He was able to walk. At the defendant’s 
suggestion he telephoned to Surgeon Meade 
to see if he could do anything for Murphy. 
The husband of the lady who accompanied 
Captain Redmond called at the station 
shortly afterwards. A man named Guest 
called and asked if Captain Redmond re- 
quired bail. 

Some days after the accident Captain Red 
mond called at the station, and informed 
the witness that he had had a rib broken 
in the accident. j 

A MARK ON THE ROAD. 

Sergeant Heanv also gave evidence, in the 
course of “which he said that he had seen a 
mark on the road where i accident

occurred, and it looked like the mark of a 
skid. Captain Redmond, when released, 
drove his car himself from the station. 

Superintendent O'Reilly, Dundrum, said 
that he released Captain Redmond at 12.30 
a.m. on the 17th. A few minutes after the 
accused had left a telephone message was re- 
ceived informing them that Murphy was 
dead. During the time he was in the station 
he saw no signs of intoxication on Captain 
Redmond, who seemed to be ‘put out” 
about the accident, and said to him that it 
‘was most unfortunate. . 

The case was adjourned to Kilmainham 
for further hearing on the 7th inst.

CYCLIST KILLED. 


While cycling from his home to his place 
of employment, Arthur O'Toole (45), gar- 
dener, of Rineisa Cottages, Templeogue, was 
fatally injured near Templeogue yesterday 
morning. He sustained a fractured skull 
and other injuries,. from which he died 
almost immediately. 

It appears that the unfortunate man, in 
an endeavour to avoid a military lorry com- 
ing from the direction of Terenure, swerved 
towards the tram line, and his head struck 
a tramcar, which was passing at the time.

THE OLD RUSSIAN 
SQUIRE. 


A PATRIARCHAL 
HOUSEHOLD. 


—s 
-. (By HELEN GRIERSON) 


FROM Lever and Miss Edgeworth we 
| get a fair idea of what country life 
‘was like in Ireland in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. In the translation that has lately 
been ee amg of the family histories 
of Aksakoff we get a like glimpse into old 

ussia, : 

Aksakoff tells us the life-story of his 
grandfather, old Stephen Bagroff, and 
that takes us back to a time when Russia 
hardly reached further than the Volga. 
Beyond lay almost unknown country, 
peopled by nomad Tartar tribes. There 
old Stephen betook himself early in the 
eighteenth century, making a kind of folk- 
wandering of it. lle was dissatisfied with 
life on the ancestral estates. There were 
kith and kin with troublesome claims, 
there were tiresome _ restrictions—he 
wanted more elbow-room, more indepen- 
dence. So, with his wife and children and 
his huge following of serfs, he moved out 
over the Volga and settled down at 
Bagrovo, in the district of Orenburg. 

Old Stephen’s serfs, who had gone off 
into the unknown with heavy hearts, 
whole families together, with their house- 
hold goods piled high on waggons, were 
soon reconciled to the change. There were 
rich soil, fine woods and plentiful water. 
Before long a church was built, and a mill 
gt goinz. On the level] steppes the black, 
rich virgin soil was two feet dep, and a 
mere scratch with a plough ensured a 
fabulous crop. It was a sportsman’s 
paradise, too. In the marshes there were 
wild ducks and geese in thousands ; wood- 
cocks and snipe, bustards and cranes 
abounded. In the ice-cold, glass-clear 
river there were sturgeon and pike, perch, 
chub, dace, roach and salmon. “' The Ufa 
martin with its priceless fur was still to 
be found,’’ and marmots made their nests 
on the grass land. Soon the community 
had settled down and was much better off 
than in the old country. 


AN EASY LIFE. 


It was an easy-going life of rather 
sluttish plenty and comfort that the 
Aksakoff family lived at Bagrovo. The 
farmyard and its inhabitants surged up, 
to the very walls of the 
squire’s house. Pigs scratched themselves 
against. the very steps of the verandah, as 
the old squire sat there in the early morn- 
ings. Cows and sheep, his own and those 
of the peasants impartially mingled, 
strayed round him. 

It was a patriarchal life. Daily the 
Squire went round the estate and inspected 
what was going on in the fields, in the 
hen-yard, the stable and the mill. When 
he was satisfied he dealt out rewards. 
The hen wife, for instance, might be 
allowed as a special favour, to kiss his 
hand, and was granted an extra 20lb. of 
wheat-flour for pies. Then he would inter- 
view the serfs, give corn to one, forgive a 
debt to another, permit a third to marry 
off his son before winter to a girl of his 
own choosing. A tremendous mid-day 
dinner, followed by a Siesta, took up the 
hottest hours of the day in summer, and 
the cool of the evening was often spent in 
his daughters. Then he 
drinks scalding tea and sits in the 
verandah again, watching the gathering of 
the dusk and listening to the calling of 
the night-birds, Then he rose up, and 
“ crossed himself once or twice, looking at 
the starry sky’’; and, “ though the heat 
in his bedroom was stifling, he lay down 
on the hot feather bed and ordered his 
curtains to be drawn round him.” ‘So 
ended one of old Stephen's good days. 


MASTER IN HIS HOUSE, 


“He was a great personality—truthful 
and sincere, sober and clean-living, an 
organiser and an administrator of talent, 
though he could hardly read or write— 
but there was another side to’ the ‘old 
squire’s character. He had a streak of 
savagery in his nature, and was subject 
to periodic fits of rage. One of his 
grandson’s earliest recollections was the 
sight. of him in such a fit of temporarv 
madness. One of his daughters had told 
him a lie—the wunforgiyable sin in 
Stephen’s eyes—and he was convulsed 
with fury. Her mother tried to intercede 
for her, and the squire, laying hold of 
his stout, elderly wife by the hair, 
.dragged her along the floor and round the 
house. The child never forgot the sight. 
The rest of the family, including the son 
and his wife, fled incontinently into the 
woods and did not venture back into the 
house till next day. Then they came 
timidly to reconnoitre, and found him in 
bis most amiable mood. When these fits 
were gone by he ignored them and ex- 
pected everyone else to do the same. 

In spite of these appalling experiences, 
his wife and daughters never took warn- 
ing. As soon -as their sore bones were 
bette: and their hair had grown again, 
ther courted another outbreak. They 
married off his young cousin and ward 
against his wishes, when he was away 
from home. On that occasion ‘‘his elder 
daughters Jong kept their beds, and my 
grandmother went about for a whole year 
with her hefd bandaged.’’ Nevertheless, 
she could get her own way on certain 

ints. The old man liked to wear fine 
inen, but his wife preferred to give him 
homespun of her own weaving.

The reduction of the wine duty in Mr. 
Blythe’s Budget ought to have the effect 
of increasing the number of wine-drinkers 
in Ireland, and so of adding to the 
national gaiety.. One hesitates to dis- 
parage the incomparable products of our 
native industries, which have played no 
inconsiderable part in. the moulding of the 
national character. Nevertheless, there is 
something about the fine wines of France 
that the malty and spirituous world 
cannot give. A hundred and forty years 
ago. Ireland’ had a reputation as the 
nation par excellence of connoiseurs in 
fine wine, and that — coincided with 
the period of her glory under Grattan’s 
Parliament. The temperance advocate 
will approve Mr. Blythe’s measure when 
he considérs the example of France, 
which, although its inhabitants drink 
more wine than those of any country, 
holds the record for sobriety. 


Laureate Centenaries. 


A correspondent writes:—The present 
vacancy in the Poet Laureateship coin- 
cides with a remarkable number of 
centenaries in its history. This year is 
the tercentenary of the official inaugura- 
tion of the office; for, though Skelton 
had called himself Poet Laureste, and 
Spenser was granted a pension of £50 per 
annum, it was not. until 1630 that 
Charles I. made Ben Jonson his official 
Laureate with a salary of £100 per 
annum, and “a tierce of Canary Spanish 
wine.” There also occurs the bhaile 
tenary of the birth of Laurence Eusden, 
““the second worst Poet Laureate.” In 
addition, this year is also the bi-cen- 
tenary of the great controversy over the 
appointment of a Laureate in 1730, Colley 
Cibber, Pope, Dennis, . Theobald, and 
Duck, the thresher poet, were all in the 
running. A stanza, written at the time, 


contains admirable advice for all time— 
“Shall royal praise be rhymed by such a ribald 
As foppling Cibber or Attorney Thibbald? 

Let's rather wait one year, one year for better luck, 
One year may make a sinning swan of Duck,”

‘Pavement Art.

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A’ Belfast correspondent writes :—I 
wonder if there are at present any genuine 
pavement artists in Dublin. I do not 
mean those who do their work upon 
boards “or canvas and prop them ‘up for 
exhibition against a convenient wall, but 
those who draw in chalk upon tie actual 
pavement. I had not known of the exist- 
ence of any in Belfast (other than 
children for the purposes of their some- 
timies intricate street games) until the 
other evenng when, walking along the 
Antrim road, just above Carlisle Circus. 
[ came upon the work of one. 
had left his “‘ pitch’’ previous to my 
arrival, and the feet of many passers. im- 
pervious to the claims of art which so 
frequently draw most of us aside. from 
the direct walks of our lives, had tramped 
his flowers and fish and marvellously 
glowing sunsets until they were no longer 
easily recognisable. A curious fact about 
the work of your pavement artist is that, 
however execrable his colour schemes and 
however crude his draughtsmanship, one 
does know what he has been attempting 
to portray. Some of my friends declare 
that this is more than can be said for 
many ‘‘ modernist ’’ painters; others tell 
me that it is less. I myself try to keen 
an open mind and to find the good work 
where it is to be found, and, therefore, 
pause invariably before the pavement 
artist’s show. So far I have never been 
lucky enough to discover unrecognised 
genius or a broken-down artist of real 
merit, but such discoveries have been 


made, and will continue to-be made as 
long as the street offers itself a gallery to 


‘ the needy craftsman.

The discussion concerning the vacant 
Poet Laureateship has, temporarily at 
least, given a fillip to interest in poetry, 
and special attention will be paid next 
week to the addresses of appreciation that 
are to be delivered on the occasion of the 
centenary of the birth of Thomas Edward 
Brown, the Manxlatd poet. 

Brown's father was a clergyman, who 
held a meagre living in the Isle of Man. 
He had a struggle to bring up his large 
family—the poet was the sixth of ten— 
but he gave them the blessings of a love 
for good literature. 

Thomas Edward was able to go to 
Oxford, where he took a double first and 
a Fellowship, and he went back to the 
Isle of Man to be vice-principal of his old 
school—King William’s College. He was 
later for nearly thirty years on the staff 
of Clifton College. 

He published several notable volumes of 
poems, including ‘‘Fo’c’sle Yarns” in 
1881, '' The Doctor and Other Poems ”’ 
in 1887, ‘‘The Manx Witch ” in 1889, 
and “ Qld John ” in 1893. His collected 
poems were published in 1900. 

The centenary will be celebrated by the 
provision of a T. FE, Brown Room at the 
Manx Museum at Donglas, his native 
town, and the six stained-glass windows 
by which it will be lighted will represent 
subjects from his books. A special feature 
of the celebration will be the reading of a 
memorial poem, specially written by Dr. 
Alfred Percival Graves, the author of 
‘Father O'Flynn.”

£660, and a silver gilt toilet service, by John 
Haris and Henry Chawner, 1789, brought 
£530. This set was presented by the late 
King Edward to Prince Palfy of Hungary. 
£510 was given for an Elizabethan candela- 
brum of rock-crystal and silver, and other 
good prices were 515s. an ounce for an Eliza- 
ethan chalice, 510s. an ounce for a George 
I. cupping bowl, 255s. an ounce for a Common- 
wealth goblet, 200s. an ounce for a Charles 
H. plain tankard, with flat cover, and 240s. 
an.ounce for a small oval tray, dated 1725. 
At the same rooms on Thursday a rare pair 
of Chippendale mahozany chairs, with backs 
pierced and elaborately carved with knots of 
riband, wave ornament and scrollwork, the 
cabriole legs carved with foliage and scroll- 
work, terminating in scroll feet, realised 
1,900 guineas. These were the property of 
Colonel Liddell, of French Hall. Ravens- 
worth, and had heen in the Liddell family 
from the eighteenth century. <A suite of ten 
Chippendale mahogany chairs and two arm- 
chairs, with interlaced backs, on straight 
legs, brought 1,300 guineas, and £494 was 
paid for a set of fourteen Chippendale chairs, 
with pierced and carved vase backs, on 
fluted legs. Another fine Chippendale item 
was a pair of gilt torchéres, designed as 
scro!lwork. for which £409 was given. 

Karly in February this year, at Messrs. 
Hurcomb’s, the “record” price of £3.250 
was paid for the Chelsea group of “The 
Music Lesson,” marked with the gold anchor 
and also with the letter R. which was he- 
heved to indicate that the group was modelled 
by the French sculptor, Roubilliac.

material outlook. ‘‘ After all,” says 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, ‘‘ it is the im- 
ponderables that move the world—heat, 
electricity, love.” Most of the people who 
left Ireland during the bad years would 
be happier at home. Most of them are 
pining for once familiar sights and 
sounds and for old companionships. Some 
have returned already, and there must be 
many others who to-day are giving deep 
thought to Mr. Blythe’s invitation. They 
know that peace, order and economic 
stability have been restored. They know, 
too, that, in social life, their traditions 
and loyalties will be respected and that, 
in these calmer days of a ripening nation- 
hood, the blatant expression of extreme 
views is going out of fashion. We are 
convinced that, with some small con- 
cessions of policy, and at a financial cost 
which would be repaid amply within a 
few years, Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
could attract a new and large body of 
very desirable citizens. If it should decide 
to abolish the super-tax, an invasion of 
rich Englishmen might add _ millions 
to the national revenue. If

Its purpose is the establishment of a Con- 
sumers’ Council for Great Britain. Since 
food control ceased after the War 
have been general complaints of over- 
“ profiteer,’’ who was 
regarded as a war product, has continued 
to thrive during the years of peace. In 
order to check the activities of this social 
parasite Mr. Graham proposes to appoint 
a Consumers’ Council of seven, There 
will be a chairman and deputy-chairman, 
with five ordinary members, of whom two 
must be women. This Council will have 
power to summon and examine witnesses 
on oath, and will be given a very wide 
discretion. It will be empowered to call 
for the production of books and accounts 
by traders, and those who defy its orders 
will be liable to heavy penalties. If the 
Council finds that traders are charging too 
much for their goods, it will report to the 
Board of Trade, which will be authorised, 
if necessary, to fix maximum prices. 
We are entirely in favour of the pro- 
posed Council of Consumers, but the 
arbitrary fixing of prices introduces a 
principle which is contrary to all good 
economics. At present in Ireland, as well 
as in England, there are dishonest shop- 
keepers. There are also honest shop- 
keepers, who do their best to give the 
public a square deal, Under the existing 
system there is a fairly wide choice, If 
one trader charges too much, the customer 
whose prices may be 


there 


can go to his rival, 
slightly lower; for, after all, competition 
is the consumer’s best ally. Under a 
system of controlled prices, the natura! 
tendency of all traders would be to regard 
maxima as minima, with the result that 
the public would suffer, and the traders 
themselves would be deprived of the 
healthy stimulus that is provided by the 
rivalry of their confréres. In the Irish 
Free State the people suffer severely 
through the activities of the unscrupulous 
shopkeeper. A Consumers’ Council in 
Dublin would be an excellent thing, 
but any attempt to fix prices merely would 
defeat its own end. Mr. Graham’s bill 
will be attacked fiercely in the House of 
Commons on the question of fixed prices. 
We hope, however, that this feature of 
the measure, which undoubtedly is wrong, 
will not be allowed to obscure the main 
issue, The principle of a Consumers’ 
Council is excellent. Such a body must 
depend for its success upon widespread 
publicity rather than upon any official 
threat of interference with the trader's 
legitimate discretion in the fixing of his 
prices.

Delphi. - 


The Delphic Festival, even if, in some 
sort, it partakes, in its catholicity of 
enterprise, of the nature of the Barnet 
Fair in the ’eighties, is a function of 
which a country may be proud. The first 
of the three cycles into which it is divided 
began on Thursday, and every class of 
Hellene appears to be represented in 
Delphi. Athletes, soldiers, diplomats and 
women who have come to sell the peasant 
handicraft .of the various provinces are 
thronging the little town, and the voice 
of modern Greece is echoing. where once 
superstitious embassies knelt -in .silence 
while the Pythian priestess uttered her 
ambiguous hexameters. According to the 
Special Correspondent of The Times, M. 
Venizelos attended a performance of 
Aeschylus’s ‘‘ Prometheus’ Vinctus,’’ which 
was rendered in modern Greek. We may 
lament that the old Attic dialect was dis- 
carded, but we can realise that a transla- 
tion was necessary where so wide a public 
was concerned. Certainly no play more 
suitable to open a Delphic Festival could 
have been chosen than this supreme ex- 
position of the theology of ancient Hellas, 
whose appeal, through the words of the 
god, anguished by his suffering for the 
sake of mankind, is as strong to-day as 1t 
was when Athens and Platea fought 
Europe’s battle at Marathon. Delphi's 
position in Greek lore, perhaps, is a sy mbol 
of the Janus-like focus of Hellenic culture. 
It was a place of pilgrimage for European 
and Asiatic when Jerusalem drew only 
the Jews. ‘To-day it is the Mecca, in a 
sense of which Islam is not capable, of 
all civilisation, and the Delphic Festival 
is as much an earnest of future culture as 
it is a memory of past greatness,

The situation in India is regarded a 
most disturbing, and in political éir 
it is the su' ject of many discussions.

The Simon Report.

The Government's Programme.

Trades Disputes Bill has not yet been 
introduced. Another section of th 
Labour Party is annoyed because the hill 
for raising the school leaving age has 
been kept in the back-ground. The 
Government cannot possibly proceed wit 
all the medsures now before Parliament 
unless it is content to carry on unti! ¢! 
late autumn without a summer holiday. 


West Fulham By-Election. :

PROPOSED SPECIAL MISSION. 

Following the recent recrudescence and 
intensification of the religious campaign 
against the Government, the . Maltese 
Ministry proposed that the Governor- 
General, Sir John du Cane, should be 
entrusted with a special mission to the 
Vatican in order to co-ordinate the interests 
of Malta as a civil community and an 
Kmpire outpost with the authority of the 
Catholic Church and the prestige of the 
“oly See. The British Government, how- 
ever, did not entertain this proposal, 
owing to the fact that.they had closed the 
negotiations with the Vatican. 

Following the action of the Bishop of 
Gozo in declaring it to be a “ mortal sin ”' 
to vote for the Government, Ministers 
represented that fresh causes had arisen 
for a resumption of diplomatic conversa- 
tions with the Vatican. 

The recent joint Pastoral] le: ir, in which 
the Archbishop of Malta supported the 
Bishop of Gozo, has considerably aggra- 
vated the situation, and Ministers appear 
to be preparing other measures which 
cannot be ascertained before a decision 
has been taken by the Maltese Privy 
Council. 


A WARNING RECALLED. 
Professor Augusto Bartolo, Minister for 
Education, however, recalls the warning 
made in previous representations to the 
Imperial Government that, if such inter- 
ference continues, the Ministers will feel 
it to be ““their imperative duty to submit 
that there will not only Le no possibility 
of constitutional government in Malta nor 
any guarantee of peace, law and order, 
but that the safety of this great imperial 
outpost will be in jeopardy if it is left 
free to the powers that be at the Vatican 
to shape and dictate, according to their

It is announced by the; White House 
that the laying down of the'three cruisers, 
whose construction was -postponed by 
President Hoover at the beginning of the 
recent naval negotiations, will be further 
delayed. This postponement is ascribed 
to contemplated changes in the design of 
the vessels, and is said to have no connec. 
tion with the result of the London Confer. 
ence. These ships were assigned for 
construction last summer, ‘and were: in- 
cluded in the first five cruisers to be built 
under the latest naval programme. The 
two other vessels. of this group are now in 
course of construction in private yards, 
the three referred to above having been 
assigned to Government dockyards. They 
are 10,000-ton ships, carrying 8-inch guns. 
-The United States Navy has, just re- 
ceived the first ships of this type which 
were authorised in 1924, and the changes 
to be made in the three postponed cruisers 
are understood to be the result of the 
trials undergone by these /completed 
vessels. An improvement in full design 
is said to be one of the principal altera- 
tions contemplated, and several months 
may elapse before the keels of the new 
ships are laid. : |

He adds: ‘‘If Bombay produces one 
hundred thousand such men. I should lead 
them without the slightest hesitation.”

SPIRITLESS DEBATE. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


When the debate on the vote’ for local 
government was resumed in the Dail yes- 
terday one sought in vain for a suitable 
phrase to describe the atmosphere and 
proceedings. The hideous hybrid American 
word ‘‘talkfest’’’ would not do; for it 
suggests a certain zest and pleasure in the 
proceedings which was patently lacking. 
The speakers’ words resounded wearily, 
like the footsteps of exhausted men com- 
pelled to go on marching. It was a case 
of conscience making talkers of them all. 
In vain Deputy Corry produced quips 
about roads like billiard tables, cracked 
ideas and ‘“‘palm’’. oil. The jaded 
audience would not rise. 

This lethargic attitude distressed Deputy 
Tim Sheehy. It was, he obviously felt, a 
case of bad technique on the part of the 
speakers. He rose and showed them how 
speeches were made in the golden days of 
oratory. Having praised the Minister 
for Local Government, whom he referred 
to as “ the general,’’ for the marvellous 
works which he had wrought in Clona- 
kilty and Skibbereen, he assured him of 
eternal welcome in those parts. Mr. 
Sheehy endorsed Labour's description of 
Fianna Fail as not being fish, flesh or 
good red herring, and invited Mr. 
O’Connell’s party back to the Government 
fold, ‘‘ in this my native Dail.” Cheering 
and laughter from all sides of the House 
greeted his praise of the Independent 
Party, “ which came into this Dail with 
the tricolour wrapped around them.’’ The 
cheers became deafening when he wound 
up with a trinmphant gesture. ‘‘ And we 
have captured Trinity College.’’

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BURNED TO DEATH 
IN CAR. 


MOTHER AND TWIN 
DAUGHTERS.

Three womeh were burned to death 

yesterday when a motor car in which they 
were travelling caught fire after capsizing 
on the Great North road, near Gladsmuir, 
between Haddington and Tranent, thirteen 
miles east of Edinburgh. 
Their bodies were so badly charred that 
they were unrecognisable, and the only 
clue to their identity was the registration 
number of the car. 

The driver of the car, a small one, 
apparently swung out to pass a motor 
lorry as another car was approaching. 
In an effort to get clear the driver of the 
wrecked car swerved, and it then over- 
turned and burst into flames. The lorry 
driver and his companion managed to 
break the wind-screen of the blazing car, 
but were beaten back. When the flames 
had subsided the charred bodies of the 
three women were found. 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTERS. 


The victims are the wife and. twin 
daughters of Mr. Eric Beilby, a chartered 
accountant, of Edinburgh, who identified 
them by a watch belonging to his wife and 
a smal] metal plate bearing their address. 
Mrs. Beilby was aged 51, and her 
daughters, Ursula and Hilary, were aged 
18 years. They left their home in Edin- 
burgh shortly after one o’clock for an 
afternoon drive. All three women were 
competent drivers, “nd it is not known 
which one was at the wheel. Three fox 
terriers which were also in the car perished 
in the blaze. 

An eye-witness said to a reporter last 
night: ‘‘The car was an Austin Seven, 
and the driver appeafed to lose control 
when passing the motor lorry. She swerved 
and the car overturned. 

‘‘Flames leaped out from the engine, 
and in a second the whole car was en- 
veloped in the flames. The occupants 
appeared to be overtaken bv the fierce 
blaze, and were unable to make any effort 
to escape. The lorry driver, with complete 
disregard for his own life, tried time and 
again to reach the doomed women, but was 
forc:d back. In a matter of minutes the 
three women were burned to death. When 
eventually onlookers were able to reach 
them the bodies were burned beyond recog-

SEIZED LETTERS.

Commissioner Grover Whalen, the head 
of New York’s Police Force, has given 


ence seized by his secret agents, showing, 
as he explained in a recent statement, 
that the Communist International of 
Moscow was directly responsible for 
fomenting strikes and riots in the United 
States. | 

The correspondence contains repeated 
reference to expenditure for outbreaks and 
the support of strikers. One letter bears 
the letter-head of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation, the official purchasing agents 
in America of the Soviet Government. 
There are also lists of the names of thirty 
men and women who were being sent from 
Moscow to New York. One name, that of 
Delglass, is described as a member of the 
secret police of Moscow, formerly personal 
secretary of Djerzinski, the organiser of 
the Cheka. 


RUSSIAN INFORMATION BUREAU. 
Commissioner Whalen directs attention 
te the importance attributed in the docu- 
ments to Boris Skvirsky, head of the 
Russian Information Bureau in Washing- 
ton, who is said to be revealed as the 
person who handles the money from the 
underground secret police of Moscow. 

One document, dated Moscow, January 
árd, 1930, informs ‘‘ Comrade Grafpen ’ 
that the Executive Committee of the 
Comintern and Profintern had given in- 
structions that he should be again de- 
spatched to the United States as general 
representative of the organisation. He 
is directed to establish temporary head- 
quarters at Seattle as manager of the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, and in- 
formed that ‘‘the archives of all illegal 
work must be sent to Moscow by freight 
boat.” 

INSTRUCTIONS AND LITERATURE. 

“ Between March 15 and March 26,”’ 
the instructions continue, “ you will have 
to call a meeting in Seattle of all our 
general representatives, who must receive 
from you instructions and literature for 
the organisation of first of May outbreaks 
and sums of money from Comrade 
Sversky, who continues to be in charge of 
the financial department.’’ i 

Attached to the letter is a list of twenty- 
five persons, who are being sent from 
Russia to be distributed throughout the 
United States. 

Grafpen is urged to use all his efforts 
to finish the work to be done in Se&ttle 
in six months, and, ‘‘ when the organisa- 
tion of work on a solid basis, with con- 
nections in apartments, warehouses and 
printing shops is finished,’’ to return to 
New York.

SUPREME, COURT'S 

| CIRCULAR, 

The Riga Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The Supreme Court of the Soviet 
Union has issued to local courts a circular 
etter deprecating the prevalence of care- 
lessness in imposing the death penalty. 

The circular: explains that local 
tribunals sometimes sentence persons. to 
death for counter revolutionary acts 
when they have actually committed no 
offence. In such cases the tribunal merely 
establishes the fact of the prisoner’s dis- 
content. with the Government's agrarian 
policy before prescribing the supreme 
measure of social defence. 

The circular proceeds to advise tribunals 
to discontinue the practice of refusing to 
hear .witnesses for the defence, and re- 
fusing to consider documentary evidence 
presented "y prisoners to establish their 
innocence. : : 

The Supreme Court also disapproves of 
the imposition of the death penalty merely 
for anti-Soviet mentality, and also the use 
of general phrases as substitutes for con- 
crete evidence, Tribunals, it is stated, 
sometimes sentence innocent persons with- 
out evidence in response to demands from 
misinformed public opinion, 
circular explains that the continuance of 
this practice is also undesirable.

It would be a pity, 
therefore, if the effort spent in organising 
the National Week were permitted to 
divert the attention of the trade from the 
vital task of reorganisation which has 
still to be accomplished. Fortunately, 
there is no need to anticipate so melan- 
choly a result.

SALT LAW-BREAKERS. 


EXPRESSIONS OF REGRET. 
The Bombay Correspondent of The Times 
says:—-I'wo notes issued by the 
Bombay Government ‘throw interesting 
sidelights on the salt satyagraha campaign. 
The first states that three breakers of the 
Salt Law. each of whom was sentenced to 
six months’ rigorous imprisonment and a 
fine of 50 rupees (£3 15s.), have ex- 
pressed regret for their action, and have 
asked that they may be dealt with under 
Section 562 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code, which prescribes a Court’s power 
to reler e convicted offenders on probation 
of good conduct. instead of sentencing 
them to punishment. The request made 
by the three offenders has been granted, 
and they have been released after giving 
sureties. 

The. other Press note gives the chemical 
analysis of examples of natural salt taken 
from’ areas where satyagrahis (civil 
resisters) have been busy. This shows 
that the percentage of calcium sulphate 
and magnesium chloride renders the salt 
unfit for human consumption.

VIENNA, Friday. 

High praise is meted out to Great 
Britain to-day in a leading article on the 
Austman Chancellor’s visit to London, 
published in the Neve Freie Presse. 

'“ All controversies with Great Britain 
have now been settled,’’ writes the paper. 
“New Austria owes a great debt of grati- 
tude to Great Britain. It was Britishers 
who were the first—even before the 
Armistico—to visit Austria. It was 
Britishers who, éven before the conclusion 
of peace, put the greatest energy into 
organising, together with Mr. Herbert 
Hoover’s mission, Austria’s food supply, 
thus saving the country from the out- 
break of a hunger revolt. It was a 
Britisher who co-operated. to secure for 
Austria the so-called relief credits. An 
eminent expert, Mr. Walter Layton, with 
the French expert, M. Charles Rist, drew 
up the report, which, as M. Loucheur has 
testified, furnished the real foundation 
for the further handling of the Austrian 
question. % : 

‘“ Fmally, by her prominent collabora- 
tion in the Reconstruction Loan, be the 
particular support she gave at The Hague 
Conterence, by her motion for the libera- 
tion of Austria from the relief debts—in 
all these ways Great Britain has shown 
how intent she is on Austria’s- welfare.

CHARMING SCENES AT 
HOME. ,

(From OUR CORRESPONDENT. ) 
LONDON, Friday. 

The one hundred and sixty-second 
Exhibition of the Royal Academy of Arts 
will be open for public. inspection on 
Monday. ‘The work shown this year is 
remarkably good, there being a level of 
excellence which I do not remember to 
have seen for several years past. . The 
pictures generally are small in size, and 
there are barely a score of big paintings. 
on the walls. In addition, there is 
originality in subjects, freshness of treat- 
ment, and a marked iniprovement_ in 
teclinique, - Religious and: classical -sub- 
jects are comparatively uncommon—a 
great change—while pretty little scenes 
im Venice or the Alps, much favoured sub- 
jects in bygone years, are succeeded by 
representations .of charming scenes at 
home, or by pictures with subjects of a 
more novel character. 


PORTRAIT OF THE QUEEN. 


The* portraits are not as numerous as 
usual, nor are the subjects particularly 
notable, with the exception of a few. A 
portrait of the Queen, by Mr. David 
Jagger, will be one of the pictures of the 
year. It is utterly devoid of pretence, 
with an absence of Royal trappings, or 
anything to mark it as uncommon. =A 
gracious: figure with a kindly face, 
crowned with white hair, sits easily in a 
chair, with profile towards the spectator. 
A single row of pearls, a loose cloak of a 
lovely shade of blue, make a simple and 
yet completely satisfactory portrait and. 
picture. The head is exquisitely done, 
and the flesh tints are admirable. It 
placed in a favourable position in Gatler 
V., and will never lack an interested 
gathering in front of it. 

(Another painting with a Royal interest 
is that by Mr. Alfred J, Munnings, de- 
picting Princess Mary Countess of Hare- 
wood, and the Earl of Harewood, M.F.H., 
with the Bramham Moor Hounds. ‘The 
Princess, in blue habit and top hat, sits 
her horse facang the spectator; while the 
Kar}, in pink, is to her right. The paint- 
ing is typical of the artist, and a charm- 
ing representation of a real English out- 
door scene. 


ALLEGORICAL PICTURES. 


There are striking allegorical 
pictures this vear, and it is probable that 
a most extraordinary production by Mr. 
Mark Symons, “Were You There When 
they Crucified My Lord”? ” will be one of 
the most sought-after works; it we 
remarkable in its detail and composition 
generally, though whether it is quite in 
eood taste doubtful. The centre 
occupied by the scene of the Crucifixion, 
the principal figure beir one of majestic 
sacrifice ; while of the two thieves. ove 
dead and the other turns a sneering face 
on the Redeemer. At tlie foot of the 
Cross stands the Virgin robed in white, 
supported by a modern eirl im a yellow 
jumper. Thronging the picture are scores 
of people affected in different ways by the 
tragedy, Some look on with curiosity, 
others .with contempt. An officer in 
khaki from a trench holds up a pole with 
the vinegar sponge on the top. In a tree 
sit a number of children gaping with 
curiosity as at an unfamiliar spec. cle. 
In the background is a villa, its windows 
filled with idle VazZzers., Only here and 
there is it possible to catch sight of a 
believer in all the gatherings. At one 
side of the picture is a group of several 
people mounted on horseback, and the 
artist seems to have included representa- 
tives of nearly every rank in life. It is 
a wonderful painting, even if it Is not 
pleasing; for its studied detail is amazing.

A RECORD OF GOOD WORK. 
HOW. JT MAY-BE 
UELPED, ' 


Sir Nevile R. Wilkinson, K.C.V.0., pre. 
sided at the annual meeting and ‘‘ Pound

Children, Kingstown; yesterday. 

In moving that the Home was worthy of 
support, he said that he had always wished 
for ooulav demonstration of anything that he 
was aaked to believe. He had got that 
demonstration in the happy faces of the little 
children. (Applause, ) ie domg what they 
did for sick children they were in dancer 
of neglecting those who were not sick. There 
were many, besides crippled children and si¢k 
children, who needed help, and he believed 
that in this Home they were looking after a 
section of children that was badly in need of 
great care-—the children of impoverished 
parents, who had no happy home life, The 
surroundings and home of a child had a zreat 
influenee on “its after life, because as they 
trained a sapling so the tree would always 
crow. This was the jubilee of the 
Home, and they saw how the seed 
Which was sown fifty years ago 
hy Miss Rose Barrett had grown. Twenty 
years ago he had made a sketch of Titania’s 
Palace on a scrap of paper, and that seed 
brought forth £32,000 for crippled children. 
(Applause. ) 

Touching on the early training of children, 
he said that he believed the greatest thing 
in the world was to foster the imagination 
of the. ehild. Thase who denied such an 
opportunity to children were doing them a 
great disservice, because imagination was one 
of the greatest gifts given to them. . He 
believed that the greatest. crime, against 
children was to deprive them of fairy talés— 
of something that they could believe. yy, 


AN APT SUGGESTION. 

Dr. Ella Webb seconded the motion. She 
said that the Home had to take capital inte 
its ineame, which meant that it was not 
paying its way,.

PRIZE SCHEME FOR PLOTHOLDERS. 

The excellent results derived ‘from a prize 
among pilothol’ers in the EAST 
area. initiated Jast year by Mr. 
Rrazier, have again prompted the 
Southern Trish Lovulists’ Relief Association 
to make a considerable grant for the dis- 
tribution of certified seed potatoes to British 
ex-Service men in Hast Cork. Over 540 ex- 
Rervice men with gardens are participating 
in the benefits of the scheme. Owing to the 
famine of seed potatoes last year this distri- 
bution was of incalculable value to a class 
which it is desired to bring into active pre- 
duction. The prizes presented by Mr. Brooke 
Brazier aroused considerable interest among 
the ex-Service men, who are thus encouraged 
to emulate their previous ‘‘record.”’

APTER FIVE YEARS. 

At Dundalk District Court yesterday, there 
was a sequel to a shooting of five vears ago, 
as the result of which’ John C. Rennie, a 
DUNDALK clerical worker, was shot at his 
own door by one of a vaiding party. The 
accused man was Peter O'Hanlon, a young 
man, who had recently. come from England.

PRIMATE AND RELIGIOUS 
TEACHING... 


Writing in. the Canterbury Diocesan 
Gazette. on the subject of the ‘proposal for 
enabling’ local ¢éducation” aiithoritiés to 
enter into agreement. with the managers of 
non-provided” schools’ for purposes of vre- 
organisation, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
expresses the hope that the proposals will be 
favourably received by the Church. oí Eng- 
land and hy others interested. 

“1 yegret,” he says, ‘that the President 
of the Board of Education has not been able 
to include in his proposal provisions for en- 
abling childrea transferred aftér the age of 
eleven from nga-provided sthools to Council 
central schools to continue to receive. in 
such. central schoals at certain times the 
i religious instruction which they 
would have received if. they had re- 
mained in the  non-proyided _ schools, 
But 1 recognise the difficulties which, on this 
matter, the President encountered in his 
negotiations with the local education autho- 
vities and the teachers, and some compensa- 
tion, however inadequate, ig given in the 
provision that the loeal education authority 
should perm’t arrangements to. he made for 
the giving of this special religious instruction, 
in accordance with what is known as the 
Anson by-law. 

“ As the President of the Board knqyvs, if 
the proposals are substantially altered in the 
course of further negotiations, or in their pas- 
sage throughParliament,those who are at pre- 
sent ready to support them must be free to re- 
consider their position. But, in view of all 
the difficulties af the present, and the many 
prejudices and syspicions hequeathed by the 
past, they seem to me to offer a fair and rea;

“NOT ACCEPTABLE.”’ 
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CARDINAL BOURNE’S VIEW. 
Cardinal Bourne, speaking at the annual

‘'The second admission is that there must 
be religious tests for teachers if there is to 
be religious education in the sehoels.'' 

The prepesals, he said, were only for a 
short term of years, and dealt only with 
selective schools, the selection resting . with 
the local educational autherities. 

‘The proposals,’ he coneluded, "' are 
based upon that unjust differentiation be- 
tween parents who demand definite religious 
teaching for their childven im school and 
parents who da not attach any importance

TAB SYSTEM EXPLAINED. 


Members of the corps of car park atten- 
dants in Dublin feel that, if the principle of 
the scheme, which was formulated some 
time ago for protection of cars ahd property 
left in them, was more widely known, the 
patronege accorded would become more gene- 
ral. 

The system, they say, is simplicity itself. 
The motorist buys a tab from one of the at- 
tendants. It is pasted on the wind-screen, 
and is valid for one month from date of issue. 
With this tab exposed, the motorist can park 
his car in any of the twenty-one recognised 
peeing places in the city controlled by mem- 
vers of the corps. The iab costs 5s. “The 
attendants have insured the motorist who 
purchases a tab against theft of property, 
and, should any article be stolen from a 
car; under the care of an attendant. the value 
of the article is refunded. The only obliga- 
tion on the car owner is to point out that 
such an article lies in the car. 

The attendants express the opinion that 
five shillings for one month, which is a 
trifle over twopence a day, is not exorbitant, 
considering the advantages of the system and 
the services rendered. - ;

ENGLISH AMATE 
CHAMPIONSHIP: 


THE HOLDER BEATEN. 


C, E. Hardman (Manchester), a golfer who 
never competed in a national championship, 
yesterday qualified to contest the English 
Amateur Championship title in a 36 holes 
match on the Burnham and Berrow links, 
Somerset, with T. A~ Bourne, a former Cam- 
bridge University golfer, who was nominated 
for the Walker Cup team. 

Hardman paved the way to this surprising 
success by the overthrow of William Sutton, 
the holder. With his lack of championship 
experience it was hardly expected that he 
would beat two such good golfers as the 
champion and Alan Cave, a former Oxford 
University captain. Hardman, who can claim 
no greater golfing honours than having played 
Me Áis county, is the discovery of the cham- 
pionship. His success over Sutton was a- 
tribute to his ecurage. He started with the 
handicap of the loss of the first hole and 
overcame it. With two holes to go, Hard- 
man was ahead. He was given another 
chance at the seventeenth, but allowed it to 
go a-begging, and when at the home hole 
he went into the sandhills he recovered so 
well that he halved it in three, to win the 
match. 

In the semi-final round, Hardman proved 
that his suctess over the champion was no 
fluke; hecause he disposed of Alan Cave, a 
youthful golfer, who has achieved something 
in national championship golf. Hardman was 
2 down with twelve holes to play, and, with 
seven to play, he was two to the good. 
Taking full advantage of his opportunities 
Hardman won the twelfth and thirteenth and 
had no difficulty in keeping his lead of four 
holes, to win at the fifteenth. 

Bourne, a young golfer, who has already 


the Amateur champion of France, secured 
a magnificent victory in the semi-final 
against Noel Layton, who has played for 
Fngland against Scotland. Bourn plaved well 
enough to deserve his victory, but, like most 
golfers who are playing well, had fortune in 
his favour. Layton was one up when he 
stood on the eleventh tee, but he topped his 
tee-shot and lost his lead. He became one 
down at the twelfth, und then at the 
fifteenth, going boldly for the hole with 
Rourn’s ball almost on the line, he struck 
his opponent's ball and sent it nearly two 
yards nearer the hole. That gave Bourn a 
lead of two, and virtually settled the match; 
for Bourn got the two halves necessary to 
win at the seventeenth.

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IRELAND'S CHANCES 
DISCUSSED, 


pettiness FF“ 
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DAVIS CUP TIE TO-DAY, 


To-day the first round tie of the Davis Cup 
competition between Ireland and Monaco be- 
gins at Fitzwilliam L.T.C., Wilton place. 
This is the competition which is held 
annually to decide the champion lawn tennis 
nation of the world. France has held the 
Cup for the last three years, and before that 
America had a run of seven successes, There 


countries is levelling up, and it seems pro- 
bable that the task of France in ae 
challenge round will be more severe than i 
has been in other years. 

The road to the challenge round is, how- 
ever, a long one, and more immediate matters 
at present concern us in Dublin. It is now 
seven years since Ireland first entered for 
the Davis Cup as a separate nation, Irish 
players having hitherto assisted the British 
team When selected,.as Scottish players do 
now. Indeed, great service was done for 
Britain in this competition by Irishmen, and 
on the last occasion that the Cup came to the 
British Isles J. C, Parke was mainly instyu- 
mental in gaining the victory over Australasia 
in the challenge round, 

Since we have been on our own not much 
success has come our way. We starfed 
splendidly in 1923 by beating India in the 
first round tie by three matches to two. In 
the second round we madea hard fight 
against France, but the team  con- 
sisting of Cochet, — Borotra, [Lacoste 
and Brngnon proved too strong, though 
the Honourable Cecil Campbell  suc- 
ceeded in beating the redoubtable Borotra. 
France, however, won by four matches toone, 
and no victory has since rewarded the efforts 
of our representatives. France beat us 
again in 1924, and in successive years since 
we have had to acknowledge the superiority 
of Austria, Spain, South Africa, Holland &nd 
Italy, 

WILL THE LUCK CHANGE? 

In some cases very little would have turned 
the result. in our favour, and there is a very 
general feeling that this time our luck will 
change. Our opponents made a first appear- 
ance in the Davis Cup last season, an ike 
ourselves, they won their opening match, 
heating their near neighbours, Switzerland, at 
Monte Carlo. In the second round they were 
beaten by Hungary in a close match at 
Budapest. They play the same team as last 
year, only putting two men, R. Gallepe and 
V. Landau, into court. We have seen a good 
deal of these men in practice during ' the 
week, and, though they were not taking 
things too Seriously, one could see that they 
are excellent players. Gallepe has many 
brilliant shots in his bag, the most attrac- 
tive,. perhaps, being a low volley from the 
backhand swing.’ Landau is a fine driver, and 
has a very effective smash, which he brings 
off with facility from difficult positions. 

On current form on the Riviera G. Lyttelton 
Rogers, our first singles string, should be able 
to win both his matches. It would seem also 
that EK. A. McGuire, who will be the second 
singles player, is capable of beating either of 
the opponents. He will, of course, have to 
be at his best, but his form during the week 
leads one to believe that this will be the 
case. Our doubles pair have not yet been de- 
cided upon, but hiar may be selected 
they should win, It, therefore, appears to be 
guite on the cards that we shall win all five 
matches, and, even taking off a big percent- 
ago for optimism, all the chances seem in 
favour of an Irish victory. é
